Burn juniper berries in a room 


that has been freshly painted or pa- 
pered. Keep the windows closed for 
twelve hours; then air thoroughly 
and the room is habitable. 


A good way to extract the juice 


from beef for those who require that 
nourishment is to broil the beef on a 
gridiron for a few minutes and then 
squeeze with a lemon squeezer. Add 
a little salt. 


A useful washing fluid is made by 


boiling together half a pound of 
slaked lime and a pound of soda in 
six quarts of water for two hours. 
Let it settle and then pour off the 
clear liquid for use. 


Remove grass stains from linen by 


first dipping the spots in ammonia 
water and then washing them in 
warm soapsuds. 


In polishing walnut furniture, take 


three parts of linseed oil to one part 
of spirits of turpentine. Put on with 
a woolen cloth, and when dry nub 
with woolen. The polish will conceal 
a disfigured surface. 


A cupful of left-over mashed po- 


tatoes may be made into croquettes 
by the addition of the yolk of two 
eggs, a little grated nutmeg, a half 
spoonful of onion juice, a pinch of 
salt and a little chopped parsley.

Col. 
William F. Vilas, who was 


Postmaster General and Secretary of 
the Interior under President Cleve- 
land, and later United States Senator 
from Wisconsin, died at Madison, 
Wis., at 10:45 o'clock a. m., Thurs- 
day, August 27. 
He was stricken 


with apoplexy five weeks ago. 


William Freeman Vilas was born 


in Chelsea, Orange County, Vt., on 
July 9, 1S40. He served as Lieuten- 
ant Colonel of a regiment in the Civil 
War, returning in 1S63 to his home 
in Madison. His prominence began 
in the spring of 1884 with his elec- 
tion as a delegate-at-large to the Dem- 
ocratic National Convention at Chi- 
cago. He was selected as permanent 
chairman of that body and made a 
"keynote" speech that was widely 
circulated later as a campaign docu- 
ment. 


This speech attracted the favorable 


attention of Grover Cleveland, who, 
after his election, invited Mr. Vilas 
to enter his cabinet as Postmaster 
General. Mr. Vilas held the portfolio 
until January 1888, when he was 
transferred to the post of Secretary 
of the Interior. 


After leaving the cabinet Secretary 


Vilas resumed his law practice until 
1S91, when the Democrats, having 
obtained a majority in the State Leg- 
islature, elected him to succeed John 
C. Spooncr in the United States Sen- 
ate. His term in that body, during 
the years that his party was begin- 
ning its movement in the direction 01 
free silver and populism, was a try- 
ing one. Senator Vilas was strongly 
conservative in his beliefs, and when 
the breach between President Clcve 
land and his party in Congress be 
gan to widen he came to be recog- 
nized as the chief spokesman 
o: 


Cleveland and his policies in the Sen 
ate. 


"Star-Flower" Used by Marguerite i» 


"Faust." 


Adorning the crest of the Alle- 


;heny mountains, dotting every field 
and roadside in Western Pennsylva- 
nia and making its home in almost 
every state in the Union, the wild 
aster is one of the commonest of 
flowers. The aster family is an im- 
mense one, including 
among 
the 


brothers and sisters and half-sisters 
a great number of flowers, even the 
brilliant golden rod. 


"After-thought" is what the aster 


whispers as it unfolds its many star- 
shaped flowers, whence it derives res 
name starwort, for the aster does not 
begin to bloom until nearly all the 
other flowers are spent. Like a lovr 
ing smile it spreads its mantel over 
the earth when Flora seems depart- 
ing with the early arrival of autumn. 


The star-flower is the name the 


Germans gave the aster, which is em- 
ployed as an oracle in the peasant 
villages. 
Marguerite uses the star- 


flower in the scene in "Faust" when 
she adopts the girlish method of pull- 
ing the petals from the blossom ,is 
she guilelessly repeats, "He loves, he 
loves me not," to the last floret. 


The varieties of the aster, of which 


there are about 200, are showy in 
color, covering meadowlands and hill- 
sides. 
A general favorite is the 


China aster, larger and much hand- 
omer than the common varieties of 
he fields. A Jesuit missionary sent 
iome of its seeds from China to Paris 
n 1730 and the flower, greatly ad- 
mired by the Chinese, became also 
popular in France so that it soon 
jore the name, La Reine Marguerite, 
or q.ueen daisy. 


Of the common asters the blue and 


purple varieties are most frequently 
seen, the white species seeming more 
shy while the goldenrod, rearing its 
proud head, adds flame to nature's 
;ay color scheme. 


The brilliant masses of color on 


:he moors and meadows of Great Bri- 
tain are freely commented on by 
wets and "travelers, but the coloring 
of the American prairies and the 
beauty of the eastern fields of the 
United States in the early autumn are 
equally lovely.

When Saul heard 
that he had gone to Gath he sought no 
more again for him (xxvii. 1-7). Da- 
vid's strange conduct before Achish in 
chapter xxi, 10-15, his now seeking ref- 
uge with him and yet lying to him, all 
show us at least this— that God finds 
the best of man but very poor mate- 
rial and has great occasion to exer- 
cise continual forgiveness.

The Philistines' treatment of the bod- 
ies of Saul and his sons when they 
•found them among the slain on the 
battlefield the next day is indeed a 
sad story concerning those who might 
have been the honored of the Lord.

While we 
know that all arc by nature children 
of wrath and that in us— that is. in 
our flesh— dwelleth no Rood thing, in 
the Right of God (Eph. ii.

Faulty often in drawing, 


he built up his presentations by 
sound construction and faithful color, 
attaining in the course of this effort 
certain captivating passages of paint 
that recalled at times a no less skil- 
ful manipulator than that wizard. of 
eighteenth-century art, Fragonard 
himself.

OPPORTUNITIES IN AGRICULTURE 


There are doubtless many young 


men of good average ability at present 
working on small fealaries in city of- 
fice, shop or factory who are desirous 
of starting out for themselves in some 
line which will give them an increased 
return for their labor and a greater 
degree of industrial independence than 
they have had. In short, they would 
like some day to be their own bosses or 
at least have more to say touching the 
kind of work they i»-e to engage iii 
and how they are to do it. For those 
of this class of young men who are 
not afraid of hard work aud--do not 
have a natural dislike for farming a 
good opening would seem to be offered 
along the line of preparation in some 
good agricultural" college for special 
lines, of farm work. 
While there is 


no question that commercial centers 
will continue to grow and inventions 
will multiply, as in the past, it Is just 
as certain that a business that is des- 
tined to be of increased importance is 
that connected with the feeding of a 
steadily growing population—in other 
words, agriculture and 
horticulture. 


So great is the demand for young men 
especially equipped for work along 
these special lines that the state agri- 
cultural colleges of the country can- 
not turn out" graduates fast enough to 
anywhere near supply the demand. In 
case a boy is brought up on the farm 
'and has no desire to specialize the 
general inf qrmation and training which 
he would get from such a course would 
be of great value to him, for instead of 
being a common, everyday hired man 
from year to year—and" such a man is 
well paid—he would be in shape to 
draw increased wages as a farm man- 
ager or superintendent. 
In any event 


he would be more Independent than 
If he remained an employee in a fac- 
tory, in constant danger of having his 
labor displaced by invention or being 
thrown out of employment by strike, 
lockout or hard times. The chief con- 
ditions of success along ttese as other 
lines are a. like for one's work, indus- 
try and application. 
The great unde- 


veloped resource of this country is Its 
agriculture, and he who fits himself 
to follow it intelligently will not in 
coming years be out of a job or have 
much time to find fault with the 
wrongs of an economic system which 
be is powerless to remedy. 


BIRD ENEMIES. 


• That the small,red squirrel isi a blood- 
thirsty little brute and 'one' of the 
worst enemies that birds have to con- 
tend with was verified the other day 
when the writer inquired into the 
cause of a commotion In the vicinity of 
a robins' nest located in a large elm 
tree. The parent birds were making 
frequent dives into a leaf covered 
crotch In the tree, where a red squir- 
rel was soon observed. Being stoned 
in its retreat, the squirrel left it and 
was seen carrying a little robin two- 
thirds grown. Having further fears 
for his own safety, the squirrel later 
dropped his victim from a higher limb. 
It was found that the little animal 
had bitten his prey just back of the 
eyes and had sucked out its blood and 
its brains. 
This habit in squirrels. 


Which has been noticed by many ob- 
servers, would seem to prove that the 
ordinances passed by many municipal- 
ities protecting squirrels are main- 
tained at a heavy cost in bird life. 


SLIPSHOD HOUSEKEEPING. 


Mourning doves, like some couples in 


the human species, seem to go about 
•their hornemaking operations in a very 
desultory and slipshod manner. Two 
or three twigs and straws seem to do 
for a nest, which is often broken up 
several times before the birds succeed 
in hatching and rearing their young. 
Similarly when a young couple start 
in with little or nothing—perhaps a 
bed, a table and a couple of chairs— 
there seems to be so little for the 
nucleus of a home that the forces 
tending to break it up are 
often 


stronger than those -serving to keep it 
intact. In starting homes young peo- 
ple should follow the example of the 
jrobin, oriole, grosbeak or wren rather 
than the mourning dove. It will in 
the end mean more stability and a 
larger measure of happiness. 


MUST LABEL CREAM. 


Pure Food Commissioner Pearson of 


New York has decided to put on the 
screws more vigorously In the matter 
of an enforcement of the pure food 
laws of the state and has notified the 
makers of Ice cream that hereafter if 
tHelr product contains any substitute 
for pure cream it must bear a label so 
sfatlng. Even if it Is nothing but skim- 
millc \l must be plainly labeled as such. 
.This Is Just common fairness and hon- 
esty and .will mean no hardship for 
those who are doing a straightforward 
business. The enforcement of the law 
may- advance the price of the genuine 
article, but consumers will be willing 
to pay a trifle more for cream which 
they know Is genuine. 


An Oregon apple grower last year 


shipped several thousand boxes of ap- 
ples to Australia and sold them at a 
substantial profit. This year h? plans 
to Increase these shipments to 40,000 
boxes. 


The government crop report for July 


I»laces the acreage of Irish potatoes for 
100S at 3,198,000 acres, which is 2.4 
per cent, or 74.000 acres, more than last 
year. 
The condition of the crop on 


July 1 was 89.6 per cent of a normal 
as compared with 90.2 per cent a year 
ago. 


When, a, father has the, boy problem 


on his hands it Is often worth while 
for him to set his imagination to work 
and look at the question or questions 
at Issue from the boy's standpoint.

ries of which are used in the prepara- 
tion of certain medicines, grows in 
the dry and rocky portions of some of 
the New England states. The bush 
spreads from a single root, which often 
grows from a- crevice - in the rock 
When the shoots are about three feet 
high they begin to lop over and finally 
sprawl on the ground. 
Here they 


often grow for a distanco of several 
rods, rooting at intervals. .When the 
creeping shoots encounter those from 
other juniper bushes they have an 
odd habit of turning up from 
the 


ground at right angles instead of min- 
gling and interlacing with them, as 
one might suppose. Growing in this 
way, the whole busb, with shoots run- 
ning in all directions and turning up 
at the extremities, has mucn the ap- 
pearance of a huge inverted umbrella.

ufacturers, alias the beef trust, to 
palm beef grease off on an unsuspect- 
ing public in the betiof that it is a high 
toned, strictly reliable dairy butter. 
Without doubt oleo is just as whole

consumers 


should not be deceh-ed into buying it 
for such or paying dairy butter prices 
for it. The department of agriculture 
has rightly decided th*t under the fed 
eral pure food law oleomargarine must 
bear a label to that effect, so that the 
purchaser can tell at a glance that it 
Is not butter. If the oleo chaps have 
such a yearning to put a product on 
the market which will pass for "west- 
ern extras," they •«••***!. better go out 
of the packing business and buy herds 
Of dairy cows. Thetn ought to be no 
cross lots shorter than this. 


A friend who is now In his eighties 


relates an interesting fact which came 
under his observation many years ago, 
when a boy living ia the vicinity of 
Sacketts Harbor, in Jefferson county, 
N. Y., near the shore of Lake On- 
tario. He tells of having observed 
growing on a boggy piece of land on 
the Leffenwell farm, about two and a 
half miles from the town mentioned, 
two giant cedar trees twelve feet in 
diameter and close to 200 foot high. 
He states that in company with other 
boys of the neighbor-bcod he used to 
detach and pry off sections of the 
fibrous bark of the toce forty feet In 
length, from which they made lit- 
tle boats. There were also growing 
In the sag where these trees stood 
white cedars and high bush cranber- 
ries. While the redwood and big trees, 
two species of the genus sequoia, 
are supposed to be native only on the 
Pacific slope in California, the descrip- 
tion of the trees givoa would seem to 
Indicate that they might be stray and 
Isolated specimens <rf one of the two 
species. It would be interesting to 
know if the two gfawats have escaped 
the greed oC tho hisaber-man and still 
Stand in the same lonely spot.
